5AMUEL BUTLER, the Au- 
thor of this Excellent Poem, was 
born in the Parifh of Strenjham^ in 
the County of Ifdrcefierj and bap- 
tized therethe 15th of Felf. 1612. His 
Father, who was of the fame Name, was 
an honeft Country Farmer, who had fomc 
fmall Eftate of his own, but rented a 
much greater of the Lord of the Manor 
where he liv'd. However, perceiving 
in this Son an early Inclination to Learn- 
ing, he made a Shift to have him educated 
in the Free- School at Worcefier^ uudet M:t .

Henry Bright % where having paft the uTu* 
alTimc, and being become anexcellcnc 
Schcx>l-Scbokr, he went for fome littk 
Time to Cambrid^^ but was never matri* 
culatcd into that Univcrfity, his Father's 
Abilities not being fufKcient to be at the 
Charge of an Academical Education j fo 
that our Author returnM foon into his 
Native Country, and became Clerk to 
one Mr. Jefferys of Earls-Croom^ an E- 
minent Jultice of the Peace for that 
Country, with whom Jie liv'd (omc 
Years, in an eafy and no contemptible 
Service. Here, by the Indulgence of 
a kind Matter, he had fufficient Leifure 
to apply himfclf to whatever Learning 
his Inclinations led him to^ which were 
chiefly Hiftory and Poetry j to which, 
for his Diverfion, he joined MuGck and 
Painting 5 and I have ieen fome PifkureSy 
faid to be of his Drawing, which rematn^a 
in that Family \ which I mention not for 
the Excellency of them, but to fatisfy 
the Reader of his early Inclinations tot 
that noble Art \ for which alfo he was 
afterwards entirely belov'd by Mr. SamtH 
el Cooper^ one of the moft Eminent Paint- 
ers of his Time. 

He was, after this recomn^ended ta 
that great Encourager of Learning, £//- 
zabefb Counted of Kent^ where he had 
not only the Opportunity to coofult all

Manner of learned Books, but to con- 
vcrfe alfo with that living Library of 
X«earniog» the great Mr. iS^r/i^^?;/. 

Our Author Tiv'd fomeTimc alfo with 
Sir Samuel Lukty who was of an ancicnc 
Family in Bedfordshire % but, to his Dif-* 
honour, an Eminent Commander under 
the Ufurper Oliver Cromwell^ and then it 
was, as 1 am informed, he compofedthis 
Loyal Poem. For tho' Fate, more than 
Choice, fcemsto have plac*d him in the 
Service of a Knight fo Notorious, both 
in his Pcrfon and Politicks, yet by the 
Rule of Contraries,, one may obfcrve 
throughout his whole Poem, that he was 
mo& Orthodox, both in his Rehgion and 
Loyalty. And I am the more induced to 
believe he wrote it about that Time, bc- 
caufe he had then the Opportunity to con- 
verfc with thofe living Charadcrs of Re- 
bellion, Nonfenfc,.and Hypocrily, which 
he To Lively and Pathetically expofes 
throughout the whole Work. 

After the Re ftoration of KingCbarles 
II. thofe who were at the Helm, mind- 
ing Money morc than Merit, our Author 
found that Verfe of Juvenal to be exaftly 
verify*dinhimfelf :

And being endued with that innate Mo^ 
defly, which rarely finds Promotion id 
Princes Courts 5 he became Secretary to 
Richard Earl of Carhury^ Lord Prefideni: 
of the Principality of Wales'^ who made 
him Steward of Z^w^/cw-Caftlc, when the 
Court there was reviv'd. About this 
Time, he married one Mrs. Herbert^ a^ 
Gentlewoman of a very good Family, but 
no Widow, as our O^/J^r^ Antiquary has 
reported: She had a competent Fortune, 
but it was moft of it unfortunately loft,, 
by being put out on ill Securities, fo that 
it was little Advantage to him. He is re- 
ported by our Antiquary to have been Se- 
cretary to his Grace George Duke of Buck'- 
ingham^ when he was Chancellor to the 
Univerfity of Cambridge 5 but whether 
that be true or no, *tis certain, the Duke 
had a great Kindnefs for him, and was 
often a Benefeftor to him. But no Man 
was a more generous Friend to him, than 
. th^ii MeUnas.of ^\\ Learned and Witty 
Men, Charles Lord Buckhurji\^ the late 
Earl of Dorfet and Middlefex^ who, be- 
ing himfelf an excellent Poet, knew how 
to fet a juft Value upon the Ingenious 
P/erFormances ot others, and has often 
taken care privately to relieve and fupply 
the NecciTities of thofe, whofe Modefty 
would endeavour to conceal them > of 
ivhich.our Author was a fignal Inftance,.

as fcveral others have been, who are now 
living. In fine, the Integrity of his Life, 
the Acutenefs of his Wit, and Eufinefs 
of his Converfation) had rendered him 
moft acceptable to all Men 5 yet he pru- 
dently avoided Multiplicity ot Acquaint- 
ance, and wifely chofe fuch only whom 
bis difcerningjudgment could diftiDguiiTi, 
(as Mr. Cowley exprcfleth it) 

From the great Vulgar orthefmall.. 

And having thus liv'd to a good old 
Ag*^5 admir'd by all, though perlonally 
known to few, he departed this Life in the 
Year 1680, and was buried at the Charge 

of his good Friend Mr. L vil of the 

y ky in the Yard belonging to the 

Church of Sc^ PuuY% Covent-Gardeny at 
the TVefi End of the faid Yard, on the 
North-fide under the Wall of the faid 
Church, and under that Wall which parts 
the Yard from the common Highway. 
And fince he has no Monument yet fee 
up for him, give me Leave to borrow his 
Epitaph from that of Michael Drayton the 
Poet, as the Author of Mr. Cowley's has 
partly done before me.. 

And tho' no Monument can claim. 
To be the Treafurerof thy Name 5 
This Work, which ne'er will die, (hall be 
An E-verlafting Monument to thec^ 
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The Charaacrs of this Poem are for 
the moft part obvious, even to the mean* 
eft Pretenders to Learning or Hiftory^ 
nor can fcarccany one be lo ignorant, as 
not to know, that the chief Defign there- 
of is a Satyr againft thofe Incendiaries of 
Church and State, who in the late RebeK 
lion, under Pretence of Religion, mur- 
dered the bed of Kings, to introduce the 
worft of Governments \ deftroy'd the beft 
of Churches, that Hypocrify* Novelty 
and Nonfenfe, might be predominant a- 
mongtt us \ and overthrew our whol- 
fome Laws and Conftitutions, to make- 
Way for their Blejfed Anarchy and Confu-^ 
fion, which at lall ended in Tyranny. But 
iince, according; to the Proverb, None are 
fo blind as they that will not See ^ (o thote 
whoarenotrefolv'd to be invincibly Ig* 
norant, I refer,, for their farther Satisfac-^ 
tion, to the Hiftorics of Mr. FowUs of 
Presbytery, and Mr. fTalkgr of Indepen- 
dency J, but more efpecially to that incom- 
parable Hiftory lately publifh'd, wrote bv 
Edward Ezr\ of Clarendonj which are fuN 
ficient to (atisfy anv unbiafs'd Perfon,,that 
his general Chara«ers are not fiftitious: 
And I could heartily wifb^ thefe Times, 
were fo reformed, that they were not ap- 
plicable to forae even now living. How- 
ever, there being feveral particular Per- 
fons reflcded on^^ which are not common*- 
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ly known, and fomc old Stories and un- 
couth Words, whick 4rant Explication,, 
we have thought fit to do that Right to 
their Memories, and for the better Infor- 
mation of the lefs learned Readers, to ex* 
pjain them in fome Additional Annouti- 
ens ac the Eoid of this Edition- 
How often the Imitation of thisPoenv 
bas been attempted> and with bow little 
Succefs,, I leave the Readers to judge : In 
the Year tf:}, there came out a ijpurious* 
Book, call'd^ riv S^cwd Part 0/ Hudi- 
bras>. which is reflefteduponby our Au- 
thor, under the Charafter of Wbacunty 
towards the latterEnd o£ his Second Part : 
Afterwards came out the Dutch and Scotch 
HudibraSy Butler's Ghofty the Occafianal 
Hypocrite^ and fomc others .of the fame 
Nature^ which compared with this, {Fir^ 
gUTraveftyt excepted) defcrve only to be 
condemned ad Ficum ^ Piperem j or if 
you plcafe, to more bafc and Icrvile Offi- 
ces. 

Some vainAttemptshlsive been likewife- 
made to tranflate fome Parts of it into- 
Latin^ but how far they fall ihort of that 
Spirit of the Englijh- Wit, I leave the 
meaneft CaDacity,that underftands them,.
